REIDV JUNE 16 


New York, June 6 (/P) — Di­ 
rectors of the American Iron and 
Steel Institute m et today to dis­ 
cuss p lans to av ert a threatened 
strike in the industry on June 
16. 
The sessions were ex ecutiv e 
and no statem ent was forthcom ­ 
ing from the directors as they 
entered 
their 
discussions 
in 
p rep aration for the arriv al of 
Donald Richberg, general coun­ 
sel to the NRA. Richberg was 
designated by General Hugh S. 
Johnson, NRA adm inistrator, as 
his emissary at the m eeting 
here. 
It was said the Institute had 
no assurance th a t General Jo h n ­ 
son would come from W ashing­ 


ton for the meeting, but th a t if 


he did come it would not be un ­ 
til late in the day , p robably 4 
p . m. 
It was said a t the Institute 
th a t the attitude of the indus­ 
try was unchanged from th a t 
outlined in its statem ent issued 
Monday on dem ands subm itted 
by the Am algam ated Association 
of Iron, Steel and Tin Workers. 
T hat statem ent minimized the 
p ossibility of a general strike in 
the industry , and charged strike 
threats were em anating from 
union leaders, “who rep resent 
only a sm all m inority of the 
workers.” 
“The industry believ es,” the 
June 4 statem ent said, “th a t a 
general 
walkout 
of 
emp loy es 
from the mills is not in p rosp ect. 
“There is only one p oint at is­ 
sue — ‘the closed shop .’ . . . the 
great m ajority of emp loy es in 
the steel works do not w ant to 
strike and the comp any will co­ 
op erate in ev ery way p ossible to 
enable them to rem ain a t work.”
